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except by express permission of the board of health, nor shall any manure be 
removed, except in a tight vehicle, so protected that the manure in the process 
of removal may not be dropped or left in any street, avenue, alley, road, lane, 
or way of the city. 

Domestic Animals — Keeping of Diseased Animals — Disposal of Dead Bodies. 

(Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 35. No animal affected with a communicable disease dangerous to public 
health shall be brought or kept within the limits of this city. The carcass of 
any animal which shall have died within the limits of the city shall be removed 
within 24 hours and properly disposed of by the owner of the animal, if the 
owner be known, or in case the ownership is unknown or the carcass is found 
on the highway or other public place, it shall be removed by the board of health 
at the expense of the city. The disposal of all dead animals shall be under 
the direction of the board of health and in accordance with the laws of the 
Commonwealth. The owner of any such dead animal, if known, shall be liable 
for the payment of the costs of the removal thereof, if done by the board of 
health, which costs shall be collected by the city in any manner provided by law 
for that purpose. 

Domestic Animals — Hogs — Keeping Prohibited. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 62. The raising and keeping of hogs within the corporate limits of the 
city of Uniontown is prohibited, and the keeping of one or more hogs within 
the said city is hereby declared a nuisance, and any person found maintaining 
such nuisance shall be forthwith proceeded against for the violation of this 
ordinance. 

Offensive Trades — Regulation — Permit Required. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 40: No person or company shall erect or maintain within the limits of 
this city any manufactory or place of business dangerous to life or detrimental 
to health or where unwholesome, offensive, or deleterious odors, gas, smoke, de- 
posits, or exhalations are generated, such as tanneries, refineries, manufactories 
of starch, glue, leather, chemicals, fertilizers, gas, etc., without the permit of 
the board of health (or city council) and all such establishments shall be kept 
clean and wholesome so as not to be offensive or prejudicial to public health, nor 
shall any offensive or deleterious waste substance, refuse, or injurious matter 
be allowed to accumulate upon the premises or be thrown or allowed to run into 
any public water, streams, watercourses, street, avenue, alley, road, ditch, 
gutter, ground, or public place ; and every person or company conducting such 
manufacture [sic] or business shall use the best approved and all reasonable 
means to prevent the escape of smoke, gases, and odors and to protect the 
health and safety of all operators employed therein. 

Nuisances — Prohibition and Abatement. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec 38. No person shall maintain or permit to be maintained on property 
owned or kept by him or her within this city any condition productive of a 
nuisance detrimental to the public health, or which may be so declared by the 
board of health and upon receipt of notice from the board of health that such 
condition exists on the property owned or kept by him or her* it shall be his 
or her duty to abate the nuisance created thereby to the satisfaction of the 
board of health within the time limit specified in such notice. 
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Sec. 39. No person shall place in any public highway or square of this city 
any tin cans, broken glass or other objectionable refuse or organic matter sub- 
ject to decomposition, either vegetable or animal, nor allow any waste from 
any property owned or occupied by him or her to run into any alley or street 
or any open gutter along any street or alloy, or to accumulate upon the surface 
of the ground at any place in such manner as to be offensive or to constitute 
a menace to health. 



Sec. 08. Whatever is dangerous to human life or health, whatever renders the 
air or food or water or other drink unwholesome, and whatever building, 
erection, or part, or cellar thereof, is overcrowded or not provided with adequate 
means of ingress and egress, or is not sufficiently supported, ventilated, sewered, 
drained, cleaned or lighted, are declared to be nuisances and to be illegal, and 
every person having aided in erecting or contributing to the same, or who may 
support, continue, or retain any of them shall be deemed guilty of a violation 
of this ordinance and shall also be liable for the expense of the abatement and 
remedy thereof. 

Board of Health — Organization and Duties. Secretary — Duties. (Ord. Feb. 

15, 1916.) 

Section 1. The board of' health of the city of Uniontown shall have the 
powers and authority vested in such boards by the act of May 23, 1874, P. L. 
259, the act of May 26, 1889, P. L. 306, and the amendments thereto and sup- 
plements thereof, and of all other acts of assembly having relation thereto. 

Sec. 2. Organization. — The members of the board of health shall severally 
take and subscribe the oath of office prescribed for city officers and shall meet, 
for the purpose of organization, on the first Monday of January of each and- 
every year, or as soon thereafter as may be practicable, choosing one of their 
number as president. The city clerk shall act as secretary of the board of 
health. 

Sec. 3. The board of health shall meet regularly once a month on a day and 
at an hour to be appointed by it, and shall hold such other special meetings as 
the conditions of the city may require. 

Sec. 4. Duties of board. — The board of health shall have general supervision 
of the sanitary conditions of the city, and it shall be its duty to abate nuisances 
in accordance with the provisions of acts of assembly in that behalf and of the 
ordinances of the city. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the board of health to submit annually to the 
council during the month of December of each year, an estimate of the prob- 
able receipts and expenditures of the board during the ensuing year, and the 
said board shall, during the month of January of each year, submit a report 
in writing to council for the preceding year, containing the usual and necessary 
statistics, together with such other information or suggestions relative to the 
sanitary and health conditions within the city as it may deem proper. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the board of health to make such reports to the 
State department of health as it now or may hereafter be required by law. 

Sec. 7. The board of health shall provide a suitable minute book and other 
suitable books of record, for the proper transaction of its business and the 
preservation of the records thereof, and shall also provide placards, notices, 
circulars of instructions, utensils, and material for disinfection for the use of 
the health officer in the performance of his duties, and shall also provide carets
